The residents 
are daily fearing that the insurgents will 
invade the city and barn the houses.

The corres- 
pondent of the Associated Prsea states 
he haa been able to make hie way to the 
vamp of the insnreantH at Rio HondOj 
and that he met General Ruiz Rivera. 
While thoro the arrival of two Havana 
gentlemen accompanied by a guide from 
the Spanish lines wasannonnr.Rd. They 
bore passes introducing them as Gonzslea 
Jorry, a lawyer, and Mariano Juarez, 
and describing them aa delegates ap- 
pointed by the Spanish government to 
make propositions of paace ou the basis 
of reforms to be given the island. 


General Rivera received them cordi- 


ally, but gave them to understand im- 
mediately that he would not hear any 
proposition of peace not tending to the 
independence of Cuba, and that there- 
fore he could only consider them BB vis- 
itors to the c»inp. 


During the conversation, at which the 


correspondent of the Aflaociated Proae 
wag present, General "Rivera showed the 
two delegates the printed order of Gen- 
eral Gomez, ordering ahot »II who pro- 
posed peace on any term othw than in- 
dependence, and declared that Gomez 
would accept no proposition but the in- 
dependence lor which they were fight- 
ing. 


The Spanish delegates remained three 


days in Rivera's camp. When the dele- 
gates left the camp Generml Ri<r»r» g»vfl 
them a written oruor betting bia own 


Bariea proposing peac« under any ichame 
of autonomy or local reforms would be 
ahot.

tacked and hung and pasted in the city 
wherever his men could find the space

warning; a tornado is coming." 


A largo, Dig blaik-faced flag like the 


one used by the weather bureau repre- 
sented the idea that tho pasteboards 
were issued officially. The condition of 
the weather was threatening, a'nd when 
the people aaw the cards they became 
very much alarmed. Soon the police, 
tho weather bureau people and the 
newspaper ollices were Hooded with tele- 
phone and private messages, asking if a 
tornado was really predicted. The resi- 
dent portion of the city gathered their 
families together and 
prepared 
for 


trouble. 


Many of the schools on the weat and 


south eido closed as soon as word was 
received of the supposed approaching 
e tor in, and the frightened children came 
home trembling in teara to tell the bad 
news to their 
parents. The 
scare 


reached the south Bide at noon. All 
through that locality, where the fearful 
tornado of laet May spread so much 
death, the terror of the women espe- 
cially was pitiful. Many families took 
refuge in the cellars and it was not until 
late in the alternoon, when the murky 
clonda began to disappear, tbat they 
could be purauaded tn leave them. In 
the meantime the police were buoy tear- 
ing down tho awn-inspiring placards ani 
assuring the peonle there waa no dancer 
A cold reception awaita the Tornado 
Company and its advance agent bus sud 
denly diaappeared.

Tbia will not apply, however, 
to pireono engaged in active hostilities 
and who have been taken with arms. 
Mr. Sherman ia also proponing to ne«o- 
t ate a treaty with Spain hy which the 
rights of naturalized citizens shall be 
defined.

ATHENS, March S.— The correspondent 


of the Associated Press elates that the 
reply of Greece to the powers was finally 
drafted thia morning and will be aeut to 
the foreign delegations thie afternoon. 


Tbe cabinet aat up all night in coun- 


cil, the mambere not returning to their 
uoiiiea until alter daybreak today. 


The raply, after acknowledging re- 


ceipt of the identical notea of the powers 
and recognising the extreme gravity of 
possible results bound up in the situa- 
tion, proceeds as follows : 


"Tno government of ilia Majesty, 


King George, having examined with the 
cloaest attention, the points whereon 
the great powers agree, helievea it a duty 
to submit to the powers its own opinion 
of the meaaurea proposed by them, an 
opinion which ia the outcome of IOHK ex- 
perience and profound knowledge of the 
Cretan situation, and moved pronndly 
by Lbeao sentiments animating the pow- 
ers and their solicitude for the general 
p>ac'e, the Greek government will not 
fail in its duty, because Greene also haa 
an ardent desire to contribute to the 
maintenance ot peace and to preserve 
from complete ruin ielnndera EO sorely 
tried and BO often decimated. We bo- 
lieve tho proposed autonomy will un- 
fortunately fail to respond to the noble 
intentions which inspired it, ond will 
suffer the same fate as many previous 
unsuccessful experiments in Orete." 


The reply refers to the aix previous

He may override their ad- 
vice, as Presidents before now have 
done, bnt he will find it a difficult and 
painful process. With some notable ex- 
ceptions, Presiden-. McKinley's official 
advisera ara largely composed of men 
who, «o far aa national reputations are 
concerned, ore comparatively new in 
the political field, bnt it does not follow 
on that account that they will not be 
the bast of advisera, and it ia a fair pre- 
enmption that the President knew that 
these men would be apt to be in accord 
with his views before he appointed 
them. California's representative in the 
cabinet and in the department of jus- 
tice, for instance, is oi tho advisers who 
are little known nationally, bat all Cali- 
lorniana will unite in the truat and ei- 
pectation that Mr. SfcKenna will be 
found among those who will be ateadfast 
in supporting the President in any bat- 
tle h3 may wa?s a?aiust trusts and com- 
bines and in behalf oi the people.

These 
coal fields are within twenty miles oi a 
Utah road, and it is highly probably 
that the line from Fresno will bo ex- 
tended to meet it. With these facts he- 
fore you, it is easy to aeo what it means 
to the future of the great valley of the 
San Joaqnln."

How the three "dfiad" wires became 


charged with a current and killed Albert 
A. Smith, a lineman o! the San Joaquin 
Electric Company, on Tuesday after- 
noon, has not yet been ascertained. In 
pome manner the electricity must havo 
been transferred from the live wires on 
the one side of the pole to those on tho 
other aide, on which the men were re- 
pairing the fastenings. But how thia 
was done ia atill a matter of conjecture. 


Superintendent John S. Eaatwood is 


firm in tho belief that someone caused 
the fatality by indulging in the prank of 
throwing a baling wiro or the hkeacrosa 
tho electric wires, thereby communicat- 
ing the current Ironi the live wires to 
the dead. Ho is much wrought up, now 
that tbe malicious practice has resulted 
in the death of a workman, and will in- 
stitute steps to bring the perpetrators to 
justice. Mr. Eaatwood has a collection 
of pieces of baling wire which have been 
picked np along the company's lines. 
The practice is to attach a weight to the 
end of the wiro and then hurl it up over 
the electric wires BO that it will fall 
across them. 
- 
The electric wires are made of copper, 


u.id when tho baling wire is thrown 
across them the softer metal composing 
tho electric wires fuses at the point of 
contact. This results in the severing of 
the heavy electric wires and the cost of 
repairing the damage amounts to con- 


icrable, not to speak oi_tbo groat an-

EDITOU RnrOBi.ic.ue:—My excuse for 


asking apace in your columns ia that, so 
far aa I know, I am the only Frcsaan 
who haa thoroughly studied the Xante 
currant in its home on the shorea of tho 
Mediterranean, aud introduced and BUC- 
cessfully grownitin i?reano county. Tho 
vino baa much the appearance of thfi 
Concord vine, with foliage, however, 
more closely resembling that of the 
Muscat grape. 


There are two varieties, the white and 


tho black. In their European home 
they are grown on trellises. The black 
variety cannot be grown in any other 
way, for the reason that when ahort- 
prunsd, aa in our vineyarda, the grapes 
revart to their original type, a long, 
watery, insipid grape, lull of seeds, and 
entirely useless. But by allowing the 
vines to grow dozens of feet in length, 
and to run on trellises, and giving them 
jlenty of manure and water, they pro- 
uce here in Fresno county precisely the 


same kind of seedless crape that grows 
in Southern Europe. That foolish false- 
hood, that we cannot produco the genu- 
ine seedless Zante currant, baa made 
many persons oppose protection to pro- 
ducers ot thia very desirable fruit. 


The great bulk of the Zante currants 


of commerce, however, are made from 
tho white Zante grapa. Theao are suc- 
cessfully grown in iuterior Sonthoru Jin- 
rope, and are perfectly at homo here in 
Fresno county, my vines averaging hity 
j™ids to the vine.

SIX MBS WERE FOB ACQUITTAL 


The Prosecution Presented a Clear 


Case—Attorney Tanpar Scores 


the "Expositor." 


Fioin Sunday's D«il>. 


The trial o! Ah Lee on a charge of Bell- 


ing lottery tickets resulted in a disa- 
greement of the jury yeaterday. Six 
were for acquittal and six for conviction, 
and the jury was diEcharired by Justice 
St. John after it had deliberated for 
about an hour and a half. 


The jury waa completed shortly after 


the convening of court yeaterday morn- 
ing, and the following were the twelve 
peera of Ah Lee: J. W. Blade, John 
Robinson, 0. Bailey, W. F. Plate, G. 
Brainard, C. E. Lander, I. G. Lowery, 
E. S. Pendleton, A. P. Kidder, 0. A. 
Stevens, Cal McVey and J. E. Doolittle. 


The prosecution, which was conducted 


by Deputy District Attorney Jones, pre- 
sented a very clear case against the de- 
fendant, and Ah Lee had no testimony 
to ofler. It was another demonstration 
of the difficulties that beflet the authorl- 


I ties in getting juries to convict m lottery 
cases. Mr. Jones made a determined 
effort yesterday to convict Ah Lee; he 
presented the evidence in a clear and 
strong light, such as would aeeui to con- 
vince any reasonable man of the de- 
fendant's guilt. 
Hut ithe jury was 


against him, and he was subjected to 
auother discouraging defeat. 


The prosecuting witness was E. M. 


Aueuatine, and he was first placed on 
the stand. He teatified that he had 
purchased a Ohineae lottery ticket from 
Ah Lee in Chinatown, and identified 
the ticket in court. He was accom- 
panied at the time by Jose Cahrel and 
saw the defendant sell a ticket to him 
also. The witness admitted that he 
bought the ticket for the purpose of 
prosecuting the Chinaman. Hop Lee, 
the well known Chinaman, had come to 
his house and offered to Bell lottery 
tickets to hia wife. This made him 
very angry and he decided to try to have 
the'gamee closed. He went to China- 
town aud bought a ticket, and then 
went before Justice St. John and Bwore 
to the complaint.

E. D. Middlekauff of Ban Francisco, 


the well-known inventor, is in town. 
Ton or twelve yeara ago Mr. Middle- 
kauff waa a poor young man ; now he is 
worth several hundred thounand dol- 
lars. 


He formerly lived iu Stockton, where 


hia father conducted a nursery. Young 
Middlekfluff assisted hie father in the 
buaineea and it was while transplanting 
nsuar.*gna and cabbane trees that he 
thought out his first invontion-a gate 
which could be opened Tvithout alight- 
ing from one's bungy. He never made 
anything out of this invention, but 
it diverted his mind into thia channel 
aud proved the foundation of hia for- 
tune. 
One of the most interesting of Mr. 


Mlddlekaufi'a inventions ia an auto- 
matic lemon squeezer. 
It takes the 


lime or lemon whole, cuts it in tw6, 
squeezes the juice out, strains it aud re- 
moves tho pulp from the machine with 
one motion of the lever. A faucet ia at- 
tached and by turning the cock thn 
juice ia allowed to flow into tha glass. 


Other inventions of Mr. Middlekauff'a 


are an instantaneous ice cream freezer, 
a fnnnel which prevents the overtiiMng 
of bottles, coal" tongs, a self-heating 
curling iron containing an alcohol lamp 
in the handle, a pump having throe 
pietonn instead of one, making a contin- 
uous flow, a fruit picker, etc. 
Hr. Middlekauff devotes hie talent 


almost entirely to tbe invention of enmll 
and uaeful articles. He never maiiu- 
facturea, but sells his patents as Boon as 
ho obtaiua them.

The tallowing paper by Miss M. D. 


Kehleman 
on 
"Dairying in Fresno 


County" was read atthe Farmers' Inst 
tute recently held in thia city and Is ife- 
eerving of caieful perusal by those who 
intend following that industry aa well aa 
by those already engaged in it: 


It always eeerns 
foolish for those 


brought nn in large cities to hope to suc- 
ceed as farmers, though progressive frail 
growing, scientific dairying and tbe rais- 
ing ol nu'o horses seem to iiiid their 
moat successful followers among those 
uot born on tbe farm. The training to 
accept intelligently tlie experiments of 
othara and the judgment to sift the 
purely theoretical from tho truly practi- 
cal comprise the surest ha»is of success 
rather than the mere accident of where 
a man waa born. 


When eleven veara ago Fresno was 


found to be that "Mecca where ant him 
ceaeed to trouble and health abounded 
our family, weary of seeking health re. 
sorts, pl?-dly dropped into the quiet o 
home life. One drawback was discovers 
when the butter was found not to he 
palatable, for wo were critical, our idea' 
belli s formed on the ta?te we eo wef 
knew of the Philadelphia "gilt edge." 


A few cowa wero purchased, among 


them a self milker, a sicker and 
COWE 


that yeemed intended for other purposes 
as they preferred to niilk a few moo tha 
and then go dry. We found ourselves 
with a few pans of milk ftn'Jl the book 
"A B C of Butter-making." ready to trv 
o make good butter. Those pans o 
nilk were indeed a trial; they were car 
Jed from room to room, as the temper 
attire varied. 


Wo Boon found that the making o 


ratter by the Paris method would givi 
us lesa" trouble in securing the prone' 
iainc of the cream. The milk wa 
leated aa soon as possible after being 
drawn from the 
COWB, to a scalding 


point. Here it was necessary to IN 
;reat care, for if the least boiling or. 
inrred the grain of the butter wa 
jpoiled. The milk was cooled aa quickly 
aa possible and after twelve hours wa 
skimmed. We often-failed in lack o 
ligh flavor and exhaustive churnin] 
until we learned to properly ripen th1 
cream. Each skimming waa carefnll; 
mixed with the rest of the cream, nn< 
;he temperature kept as even as possible 
When the cream tasted Blightly acid 
nit iiot strong or rancid, and when th 
ittle pits made by the drops of cream 
'allinc gently from the spoon on tb 
satin surface took about twenty second 


disappear, the cream waa ripe am 


ready to be churned. 


Later wo learned 10 ripen the creac 


by using Btartprp, home made and com 
inercial, to give us the benign bacilli o 
rood ilavor and aroma, and by carefn 
cleanliness to avoid tbe evil bacilli, that 
nurtured in filth, produce bad fiavo 
and decomposition ot the cream. 


Aa the milk would occasionally b 


;ainted, TVO had acement floor laid i 
•he old cow barn and made fret use o 
gypsum to control odore. The cow 
were well groomed aud the msnur 
hauled away daily. Perfect milk wa 
the result, showing we hod reached th 
eonrce of contamination. 


The next improvement was a Bab 


No. 2 De Laval eeparator, and it was 
little marvel that turned dairying int 
an attractive pnreoit. The Babcock tee 
eoon followed aud we rapidly learned t 
check the losses in the skim milk and i 
the buttermilk, nntil by the end of 189 
Lhe butter making was well under con 
trot. 


Wo had about thirty cows and a fe 


customers, to whom we furnished butte 
with pride m uur success in a new pnr 
mit. We now concluded to increase ou 
herd, making it a matter of bueines 
hoping to cover the loaeea of the raisi 
vineyard. The grocers were approachei 
as we deuired them to handle tbe butte 
but everywhere we were repulsed wit 
remarks as follows: "No one ever mud 
butter in this valley our custom era con" 
eat."

atruct tbe present brick building, equip 
ping it with a 4-horee power engine an 
boiler, a large churn, a butter worke 
end milk and cream vats with hot an 
cold water fittings and sinke for th 
washing of the smaller articles. Onf 
the equipments actually needed wei 
purchased, as we had no money to waa 
on the creamery promoters that are s 
plentiful everywhere. 


Eighteen months later another roo 


was added, and a Sharpless Russia 
steam separator, with a skimming ca 
pacity of 1300 pounds per hour, replace 
the Baby No, 2, now too small for 01 
nee. The demand for the butter w: 
now greater than we could auppl 
though we bought and hired cows to l 
crease the herd faster than by waiti, 
for our own heifers to become cows. W 
have never found theae common cow 
bought or hired, to be profitable dai 
animals. 


Jt ia not only the price received i 


each pound of butter, but tho cheape 
ing of the production of milk by bo 
feeding properly and by using improv 
breeds, that needs to be studied to ma 
dairying a success. The food must 
palatable to the cow EO that she will e 
heartily, for the best milk produce 
are the hearty eaters. Alfalfa bay, o 
of the beat foods, is robbed of half 
value for milk making by being cut t 
late, when it is placed in the mangera 
the cowa amasa of dry woody aten 
only to be rejected and dropped und 
their feet, instead of the soft aweet h

In placing a herd on a 300 pounds 


year bacis, one must be ruthless in aend 
ing to tbe butcher cfiwa that produce 
250 to 275 pounds of butter yearly, for it 
ia theae cowa that are nearly good 
enough that are the little fosoe in the 
vineyard to eat np the profits. 


The pecret of success in dairying is 


care in keeping accounts of the little 
items and doing the work exactly on 
time, with unfailing cleanliness. No 
amount of doctorioc will remove the 
detrimental effects of filth if the milk ia 
once contaminated. The place for a 
fertilizor is on the fields, not in the milk 
pails. The same care shown in the 
making of the butter ahould extend to 
the marketing. I'iecea of muslin with 
raveled edges, suggestive of grandma 
rap; bag, are not aa clean looking a 
wrapping for the butter a3 the parch- 
ment paper now furniahed HO cheaply 
aa to be within the reach of even the 
smallest dairy. A dirty delivery wagon 
drawn by a pair of skinny, nngroimed 
horses or mules, with nublackeued bar- 
ness, tied together with bita of ropes, 
is not a good advertienment of the neat- 
ness and cleanliness of the manager of 
tbo dairy that eenda out the wacon. 


The dairy trade ia not the place for 


slovenly, alouchy people, and tliey soon 
find themselves crowded to the wall. 
There IB room for the cows and for the 
dairyman on the broad fields of Fresno 
county, but the cowa must be of dairy 
form and breed and the dairyman of 
that high class whoso aim is to produce 
perfect milk. Our dairy inspector and 
our county health oOicer for the past 
year have done excellent work. They 
were careful and conscientious men, 
contending with the careleae, and enter- 
inc luily into tho difficulties of thecare- 
fr.l, in furnishing healthful dairy pro- 
ducts. On account of the low price at 
which milk retails in Fresno, and be- 
cause onr milkmen until thia year have 
never been cmdi!ed for the quality of 
the milk they furnished, they naturally 
chose largo milking cows, regardless of 
the per cent of fat tho milk contained. 
The customer in many cases only asked 
who would furnish milk tbe cheapest, 
not who would give tbe cleanest and 
beet article. The milkman, to meet 
competition, w*e forced to call urjon his 
cmployea to milk a Btring of thirty to 
thirty-five cown each. Now theee eame 
men could hardly be expected to groom 
the COWB, whitewash the stables and 
care for the cleanliness of the cans prop- 
erly ; but no matter, it must go, aa it is 
all tbe dear public would pay for. 


The correction ot theee evils lies in 


tbe hande of tbe conaumer. He should 
find out where the cowo are kept that 
;.n t.ifi) hia household with milk, cream 
and butter. Drive out and see tbe 
cows. It doea not reouire an expert tn 
tell if the surroundings are clean, no 
matter how poor or plain. 
If a few 


would do this, the milk supply would be 
made pure and the conaumer would also 
he willing to pay tho dairyman better 
for hie midnight toil that places milk 
and cream fresh on the hrcukfaat table. 
The vain delusion would also vanieli 
that the milkman was making a fortune. 


Albert A. Smith, a lineman in tho 
niploy of the San Joaquin Electric 


any, was killed yesterday after- 
while working on the wires about 


a quarter of a mile north of the'liarton 
vineyard. The wires from which he re- 


lived the fatal current were supposed 
o bs "dead,"and had been ao daring 
16 day. How they bucame charged 


and death-dealing has not yet been 
Laoertained, but the supposition is that 
rome miecreaut threw a wire across the 
it ringed lines, conducting the current 
:rom the "rive wiros to the dead. 


The electric company haa been caused 


iiui:h annoyance and suffered consider- 
able damage from thia malicious practice 
which hau bena carried on by unknown 
aartiea along the line from the hille to 
:his city. Now that it 1ms resulted in 
.ho taking of a human life the mischief 
workers will either cense their "eport," 
or tako tho coneeiiui-iicea. 


Smith was working freely among the 


wires, feeling certain of no danger be- 
cause the current waa turned o!f. He 
waa repairing the fsfteniiigs of three 
wires along the line. Theee were on one 
aide of the pole, two on tho top croaa- 
arm and one on tlie lower. On the 
ither aide of tho pole were three high 
tension wires, carrying a voltage of 10,- 
000. Of course the lineman did not 
touch these. 


Smith and another lineman named 


Bert Francis had baen repairing tha fas- 
tenings of the dead wirea all day. About 
o o'clock Smith was percheii on tho 
arma of tho pole, straddling the top une 
and his feet resting ou the lower. 


Francis, in his atatfiiweut, says ho waa 


joat beginning to climb the next polo 
when he saw the trousers of the unfor- 
tunate lineman burning. Smith's body 
[ell forward, and waa held by the wirea, 
which continued to burn into bis flesh. 


Francis immediately descended to the 


ground and began calling for help, but 
seeing that nothing could be done aa 
long as the wires were charged lie 
jumped into a buggy and drovo with all 
possible hasto to the residence at the 
Barton vineyard, a mile and a quarter 
distance, from where he telephoned to 
the eubatation in thia city to turn of all 
the currents. Thia was done, in a few 
seconds, but too late to -save tbe life tf 
the lineman, 


After Francis started for the Barton 


residence, ft negro named William Avery 
and o Portuguese, who were working 
near by, having heard the calls for help, 
ran over to ths pole at the top of which 
Smith was perched. They say tbat he 
revived and talked with them for Bftvera! 
minutee. His groana were awful, anr 
he pleaded with the negro and the 
Portuguese to helo him. "13 it possi- 
ble." he said, "that I ftra to burn to 
death and you will not help me?" 


"I told the poor fellow that I wanted 


to help biro, bnt didn't know how,' 
paid Avery to a REPGRUCAN reporter, 
"If I had had a ladder I would have 
climbed np and risked my own life in 
pulling the man off the wires. Ictartct 
to climb tbe pole, but after going up a 
short distance I BHW that I could no 
reacb tho top, which was forty feet from 
thf* jrronnd. 
"Then Smith called to me to try to 


got a ladder. I aunoucced that 1 didn'l 
know where to get one long enough 
Then 1 Raked him if ho couldn't free 
himself and climb down on the pole 
Judging from the way he groaned the 
man muat have suffered terrible agony 
He raised himself up, as if to try to 
carry out my suggestion,and seemed t( 
be succeeding very well, whe^ he fel 
forward with his abdomen acroBB a wire 
aud hie head banging downward. The 
wire under hia stomach then gave him 
tho shock, I think, which killed him 
It amoked and burned with a sizzling 
noise." 


When Francis returned from the liar 


ton residence, Smith was dead, and hi 
body WR9 held by the wires. Tho cur 
rent was turned off, and the fleah ha< 
ceased burning. Francis climbed to the 
top of tho pole, and by means of a ropi 
let the body down. Before it reachet 
the ground, however, the belt nrounr 
the body broke and let it drop aevera 
feet to the ground. 


The remains of the dead lineman wer 


brought to thia city, and last evenin; 
Coroner Long held an inuuuat at Sieph 
fine it 
Bean's undertaking parlors 


The verdict of the jnry was accident* 
death, "from coming in contact with a 
live electric wire," 


The body presented a shocking ap 


pearauce. The left trousers !eg and th 
clothing over the abdomen had beei 
burned away. The legs and abdomen 
were burned and charred in a horriblf 
manner. The thumb on the right baric 
was almost burned off, and thia ia wher 
the lineman ia eappoaed to have first re 
ceived the current. 


At the same time Smith waa killed 


lineman working on the same wires in 
the foothills wan knocked off the polo b 
receiving a shock from the wirea whic 
were suppoaed to be dead. He receive< 
some burna on the hands, but was no 
otherwise injured. He waa undoubted! 
shocked by the same current that kille 
Smith. 


John S. Eastwood of the electric coir 


pany Is satisfied that the lineman' 
death resulted from a wire being thrown 
acroas those carrying the current.

Georce Anderson, the lineman, ar- 


rived in the city yesterday from the San 
Foaqnin 
Electric Company'a power 


nonse, having followed tho wirea most 
of the way to ascertain how the death of 
Lineman Albert A. Smith waa cauped 
on Tuesday afternoon. On account of 
the injury he received when knocked off 
a pole in the foothills at the time Smith 
was killed near ttiis city, Anderson 
hastened to this city for treatment, and 
did not follow the line of the wirea all 
the way to Fresno. Over the distance 
be did traverse Lhe lineman found no 
place where" the current might have 
been communicated from the live wires 
to the dead, on which Smith was work- 
ing aud met his death. Of course it la 
no easy matter to locate tho cauea of the 
fatality, for it might bo at any point 
over the thirty-five rnilsH of wires ex- 
tondiuK from this city to the power 
honee. 


Anderson will bo laid up for a num- 


ber of daya on account of the injuries 
ho sustained iu hie fall of twenty feet. 
Besidea being shaken up pretty badly, 
his collar bone is fractured. Dr. W. T. 
Maupin is treating him. Anderson was 
climbing a pole aiid had juat reached 
the lower crosa-arm when the accident 
occurred. He reached up and caught 
one of the wires supposed to be dead, in- 
tending to pull himself up. Aa he 
touched the wire he received the shock 
and WBH momentarily paralyzed. All 
that saved him from a fall to probable 
death vraa a safety strap which he had 
around hia body and the pole. The 
strap slid down the pole, with the 
man's body. When about twenty feet • 
from the ground the cross-arm for the 
telephone wires waa reached. Ander- 
son's body had gained ao crpat a veloc- 
ity that when the etrep caught the tele- 
phono croee-piece the buckles gave way, 
and let the man fall to the ground. An- 
derson regained consciousness in a few 
minutes, and made bin way hack to the 
power house without much difficulty. 


Nothing has yet been heard from the 


deceased lineman's relatives in Colo* 
rado. They are supposed to be living 
near Denver, and every effort is being 
made to locatethem. Smith's body was 
embalmed yesterday at the instance of 
the electric company, and it will be held 
at Stephens A; Bean's undertaking par- 
lore till tbe wishes of the relatives aa to 
the disposition of it are learned.
